A DEPOSITION taken yes- 
terday said that Smith, with- 
out knowledge of who the 
ynoney was going to, provided 
$3 000 to a government inves- 
tigator, Walter Sheridan , who 
in- turn loaned the money to a 
.former Nashville policeman 
.who had already told in court 
that Osborn had asked him to 
•foibe a prospective juror. 

• However, Sheridan took the 
money back a day later, the 
■petition said. 

Osborn was attorney for 
Teamsters President Hoffa 
when the latter went on trial 
here in 1962 on a conspiracy 
charge. A mistrial was de- 
clared and Hoffa and Osborn 
later were convicted of jury 
pampering. 

/ Robert Vick, the former po- 
•ilceman, testified Osborn 
t asked him to offer $10,000 to 
;a prospective juror to vote 
for acquitting Hoffa.
